Remarks 

U.S. Patent No. 7,330,587 issued from U.S. Patent Application No. 10/674,825, filed 
October 1, 2003. The specification of U.S. Patent Application No. 10/674,825 included 
Appendix A, a computer program listing having over 300 lines. Applicants failed to submit 
this computer program listing as a file on a compact disc as required under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.96(c). Additionally, the USPTO failed, in its correspondence with Applicants, to use form 
paragraph 6.64.03 at M.P.E.P. § 608.05(a)(II) to alert Applicants to the requirement to submit 
the computer program listing as a file on a compact disc. Accordingly, U.S. Patent No. 
7,330,587 issued without the computer program listing having been submitted as a file on a 
compact disc and without the specification including Appendix A.
